In one of the disorderly 
houses they visited all the inmates bow- 
ed their heads while the women song 
"Nearer, .My God, to Thee." Bnt one 
jeered at them. To this one Mrs. Edholm 
addressed herself, and, placing her head 
in the girl's lap as sho knelt, prayed 
that God inighc deliver her from u. bed 
in the charity hospital and a grave in 
potter's field. This stirred the girl, and 
she told the reformers that the place for 
them to go if they wanted to do good wa>) 
the shops and i'actoiies, •which, by pay- 
ing girls starvation -wages, drove them 
to u disorderly life. 


If the ladies had given thoughtful at- 


tention to the hint given them by this 
girl and devoted tlie time of the con- 
gress to nn inquiry into social conditions 
that cause so great a portion of existing 
vies and crime, they might have accom- 
plished more than they probably did at 
Baltimore. But the congress 'seems to 
have dealt mostly with effects and ig- 
nored the more- troublesome one of 
causes.—Bockland (ile.) Opinion.

Georgetown, British Guiana, June 23. — 


Mr. Harrison, the official who \vas in 
charge . of the laborers who Tveru open- 
ing o. road from the Barima to the 
CuyunI river, within the Schomberek 
}Ine, which was stopped by a force oC 
armed Venezuelans on June 15, has been 
arrested by the Venezuelans, who claim 
the right to arrest foreigners on the left 
bank ot the Cuyuni. 
The colony of 


British Guiana demands that Great 
Britain take Immediate and decisive 
action in the case. When the Venezue- 
lans first stopped ihe laborers from pro- 
ceeding with the vork orders were sent 
from Georgetown to Mr. Harrison nol to 
offer violent resistance, buc to with- 
draw under protest. 


Talking ~U"ur. 


London, June 23. — The Graphic com- 


menting upon the advices from George- 
town, as to Lhe arrest by the Venezuelan 
authorities of Mr. Harrison, the Brillsa 
official in charge of the laborers, says: 
It seems chat Venezuela 
throws the 


American commission, and is desirous o! 
settling with us direct by tile ordeal ol 
battle. The duty ot the British govern- 
ment is clear. Reparation must be Im- 
mediately made and enforced.

Guiana 


He had been appointed to succeed SIi 
Francis Lees largely because of the de- 
feat of Mr. Chamberlain's proposition foj 
developing the interior in the neighbor- 
hood of the disputed boundary line alone 
the Cuyuni river, and then fortifying it 
It was believed Lhe diplomacy ofSlrA'J- 
fustua would be more effective in deal- 
Ing witli the colonists. The mail Just re- 
ceived here brings the details of his firsi 
meeting- v.'Ith the high court. 


In an address of welcome the governor 


Mr. Ingalls, speaking for the court, re- 
ferred incidentally to the Venezuelai 
trouble. He said Jils excellency had ar 
rived at a dark time in the h'lstory of tlu 
colony, but they hoped that the clouc 
overhanging them would soon pass anc 
that sunshine would appear. 


Sir Augustus expressed his thanks foi 


the greeting and then proceeded to busi- 
ness by submitting a plan for the level- 1 
opment of the interior along tlie line: 
proposed by Mr. Chamberlain last fall. 


It was In the form of a resolution recit- 


ing that as a survey had been author 
ir.ed to anoint on the Esequibo coast. 01 
the lower Cuyuni river, it was now expe- 
dient to extend the survey between tlu 
Kartuma and Barima river. The resolu 
tlon authorized the expenditure of S300I 
for the survey. 


The government secretary explalnec 


that It was expected to have a ralhvaj 
IS -miles long In this district. He urged 
its advantages to the gold fields, with- 
out referring to Its military and strate- 
gic value, to which Mr. Chamberlali. 
had referred in urging the previous sur- 
vey.

It arose from the fact 
that the ivy planted was from the grave 
of General Robert E. Lee. In thffi course 
pf his speech referring to Professor 
TVolsey, Dr. Twltchell Said: "He was a 
Union man, heart and soul, and It would 
make this bronze statue avert its head 
\vere he to know that the graduating 
class at Yale were to plant on the walls, 
nt a building- on the campus an ivy from 
. the grave of Robert E. Lee, 
General 


Lee was a good man, but he was loyal to 
an infamous cause." The consensus of 
cijlnion among the professors and seniors 
Is that the remarks-were at least ill-ad- 
vised.* Immediately alter the dedicatory 
exercises the ivy committee held a meet- 
ing and the proposition was made to 
change the \vy, but It was voted down, 
and it was planted with the usual cere- 
monies. 


Death of lleujamlu Brlstow. 


New York, June 23. — Benjamin H. 


Erlstow, the lawyer and former secre- 
tary of the treasury, died at his home 
here yesterday of peritonitis. He was 
born in Elkton, Ky., in 1833. He be- 
came a prominent lawyer in the state. 
In 1SG1 he entered the Union army as a 
major, and was In the battles of Fort 
Donelson and Shlloh, at the latter of 
which he was wounded. He was ap- 
pointed United State^ district attorney 
about tlie close ot the war. 
"When the 


otnce of'solicitor general was created, 
he was appointed to the position, or- 
ganized, the ofliL'e, and, during the ab- 
sence of the attorney 
general, 
per- 


formed his duties, and filled his place In 
cabinet meetings. When Mr. Richard- 
son resigned his position as secretary 
oE the treasury, under President Grant, 
the vacancy was filled by the accept- 
ance of the position by Mr. Bristow,' on 
June 4, 1874. His career as secretary of 
the treasury is a matter of history. After 
his retirement from office he resumed 
his law practice. 


NeTvd From Frozen Jfortli, 


Provlncetown, Mass., June23.—Letters 


received here yesterday from' Captain 
John A. Cook ot the whaling steamer 
Navarck, now In the Arctic ocean, dated 
Nov. 10, 1395, Is the first Information re- 
ceived 
from 
the whaling fleet this 


season. The letters were six months In 
transmission. The letters state that the 
fleet has not been very successful during 
the open season, and all were frozen In 
Oct. 12, and from that time until the date 
of the letter fair weather had been ex- 
perienced, with the thermometer down 
to 28 and 30 below zero.

Influx of Foreign Tin Han >"ot Yet Hade 


ItH Appearance, 


Ths Republican newspapers Eire re- 


turning to the discussion of tin plate, 
but they do not »t all aprec, says the 
.Louisville Courier-JouruiiI. Some say 
tho industry is knocking the "Welsh 
makers out entirely, while others say 
that our domestic producers are barely 
able to live ami are making no profits. 


As nsual both parties agree in mis- 


representing the Democratic papers. 
They say the Democrats took the posi- 
tion that tin plato cannot be made in 
this country. 
On the contrary, the 


Democrats take the position that almost 
everything can be made in. this country 
if the people arc willing to pay prices 
high enough to liavo it made at home. 
The Courier-Journal has 
frequently 


quoted Mr. 
Cronnicyer's testimony, 


given before tho HcKiuley bill was 
passed, that he could make tin plate as 
cheaply ns foreigners, or words to that 
effect. 
"What The Courier-Journal and 


many other papers did during tlie cam- 
paign of 1892 wa3 to show that reports 
of the establishment of tin plate mills 
in various parts of tho country were 
fakes, and the output of those actually 
existing was greatly exaggerated. Cam; 
paign lies of this sort were very com- 
mon at tho time, but they were pretty 
generally exposed. 


The "Wilson bill reduced the tariff on 


tin plato from 2 1-5 to 1 1-5 cents a 
pound, and tho manufacturers said they 
were ruined. 


.Now Tho Iron Ago tells ns that the 


Welsh tin plate industry is in a state of 
collnpsc, owing to the inability of the 
manufacturers to sell to Americans to 
tho extent they did formerly. This fall- 
ing off of their business is due to the 
competition of American mills. Foreign 
tin plate is still iri the market, but 
standard grades sell for more per bos 
than American tin. This may be be- 
cause it is a better article, though 
American manufacturers deny this, aud 
say that their plr.te is really superior to 
tho foreign plate selling at 10 to 16 
cents more per box. If this is true, the 
Americans are underselling the import- 
ed article with the present tariff. Why 
did they ask a cent a pound more pro- 
tection if 1 1-5 cents is enough? And 
why did they sell tin plate at $1 or $2 
more a bos than they do now? 


Money tho Sole Issne. 


Those Republican politicians who 


tnlk about making the tariff the issue 
of the presidential campaign would 
have their eyes opened as to the hope- 
lessness of srtch a progrojume il they 
could read the Oregon newpsapers for n 
week before the election of last Mon- 
day.

The condi- 
tions have been favorable for cultivating 
the crops, and that work hay been car- 
ried on as fast as possible^ Corn has 
changed In color and pushed ahead fast. 
Tobacco had made fi rapid growth. In 
fact all crops are in a very satisfactory 
condition. Apples are dropping some In 
the centra] sections, but there Va nugen- 
rru.1 complaint.

Grave. 


New Haven, June 23.—There was a tre- 


mendous sensation on the Tale campus 
yesterday afternoon, caused by an unex- 
pected remark made by Rev. Dr. Joseph 
Twltchell ot Hartford during his ora- 
tion at the dedication of the 'Woolsey me- 
morial statue. It arose from the fact 
that the Ivy planted was from the grave 
of Genera! Hobert E. Lee. In the course 
of his speech 
referring-, to' Professor 


TVolsey, Dr. Twltchell said: "He was a 
Union man, heart and soul, and It would 
make this bronze statue avert Its head 
Were he to know that the graduating 
cluss at Yale -n <;re to plant on the walls 
of a building on -the campus an Ivy from 
the grave of Robert E. Lee. General 
Lee was a good man, but he was loyal to 
un infamous cause." The consensus of 
opinion among the professors and seniors 
13 that the remarks were at least lll-.ad- 
rlsed. .Immediately after the dedlcatory 
exerclsea the Ivy committee held a meet- 
Ing and the proposition was made to 
change the Ivy, but It was voted down, 
'and it wag planted with the usual cere- 
monies. 


Death or Benjamin Drlatotr. 


New York, June 23. — Benjamin H. 


Brlstow, the lawyer and former secre- 
tary of the treasury, died at his home 
here yesterday of peritonitis. He was 
born In Elktcm, Ky., In 1833. He be- 
rame a prominent lawyer In the state. 
In 1S61 he entered the Union army as a 
major, and was in the battles of Fort 
Donelson and Shlloh, at the latter of 
which he was wounded. He was ap- 
pointed Unitud States district attorney 
about the close of the war.

When Mr. Richard- 
son resigned his position as secretary 
of the treasury-, under President Grant, 
the vacancy was filled by the accept- 
ance of the position by Mr. Bristow, on 
June 4, 18TJ. His career as secretary of 
the treasury is a matter of history. After 
his retirement from office he resumed 
his law practice.

RECORD OP TWO TARIFFS. 


Comparison of Import* TJnder the TtlcKln- 


ley ond WIlHozl LnWB. . 


One of the great arKumeiitg npon 


which recent clcctiou?h:ivc been carried 
is that tiia proseut tariff lota in too 
inaiiy importations, ;ind therefore haa 
deprived miuiv labciriiiR men of employ- 
ment. Such statements sis this uro very 
elective at iv time v/lieii mauy men are 
•unemployed. 


\Ve linvo often shown tbnt the asser- 


tion that importations l)five increased 
Jias been based on comparisons v.'ith a, 
panic year. The importations for the 
Hfical 7>jar 1800 were in reality not 
large, but they were larger than those 
of 1894. Hence the 7)rotectionists suy 
the tariff bill of IBM eaused the in- 
crease. 


If we go back a fe-w years, we shall 


find that tlio dntiuble imports for the 
four years under tlio McKinley bill were 
as follows :

This giTOM an average of about i?370,- 


OOU.OOO of dutiable imports a year. 
Tlicuc four j-eai.s wen: substantially un- 
der the WcKiiiley law, though there 
were a few mouths of 18GO-1 under the 
act of 18Sa and two months of 1804-5 
under the MrKinlc.v -aw. In I89G tho 
dutiablei imports amounted to ?!J54, 271, - 
000, 
or about S1G.OOO, 000 less than tho 


avcrago from 1801 to 1894 inclusive. 
There was therefore no increase in im- 
portations at alias compared with those 
under the McKiuley law, but just the 
reverse. 


The average rato of duty collected 


during the four years of McKinleyism 
was 48. CO per cent. The average in the 
fiscal year of 1KSJ5 was 41.76. Tho Re- 
publicans say that for more than BO 
years prior to 1S04 the country had been 
prosperous because American industry 
had been adequately protected. 
Vet at 


the beginning of 18CO the tariff ou duti- 
able imports was only affcut43 percent, 
a trifle more than last year. The former 
was protection ; the latter is called free 
trade. The reduction in rates was less 
than that recommended on a lower tariff 
by the tarill commission of 18S2, which 
was composed entirely of protectionists. 
Yet the Republicans expect to win this 
year by mating the people believe thnt 
the tariff reduction of 1894 has ruined 
tho country — Louisville Courier- Jour - 
no! 


CONCEJRNING TIN PLATE. I 


InHur of FokelffQ Tin Xlns Not Yet Uade 


Its Appcarunce. 


The Republican newspapers are re- 


turning to the discussion of tin plate, 
but tbcy do not at all agree, says the 
Louisville Courier-Journal. 
Some say 


the industry is knocking the Welsh 
makers out entirely, while others say 
that'bur domestic producers aro barely 
able to live and are making no profits.

papers. 


They Bay the Democrats took the posi- 
tion that tin plate cannot be made in 
this country. 
On tho contrary, the 


Democrats take tho position that almost 
everything can be made in this country 
if the people are willing to pay prices 
high enough to have it mado at home. 
The Courier-Journal 
has 
frequently 


quoted Mr. 
Cronmcyer's testimony, 


given before the ilcKinley bill was 
passed, that he could maka tin plate as 
cheaply as foreigners, or words to that 
effect 
What The Courier-Journal and 


mauy other papers did during the cam- 
paign of 1S92 was to show that reports 
of the establishment of tin plate mills 
in various parts of the country were 
fakes, und tho output of those actually 
existing was greatly exaggerated. Cam- 
paign lies of this sort were very com- 
mon at tho time, but they were- pretty 
generally exposed. 


Tho Wilson bill reduced tho tariff on 


tin plf.te from 2 1-5 to 1 1-5 cents a 
pound, and the manufacturers said they 
were ruined. 


Now The Iron Age tells ns that the 


Welsh tin plato industry is in a state of 
collapse, owing to the inability of the 
manufacturers ' to sell to Americans to 
the extent they did formerly. This fall- 
ing off of their business is due to the 
competition of American mills. Foreign 
tin plate is still in tho market, but 
standard grades sell for more per box 
than American tin. This may be be- 
cause it is a better article, though 
American manufacturers deny this, and 
say that their plato is really superior to 
tho foreign plate selling at 10 to 15 
cents more per box. If this is true, the i 
Americans are underselling the import- 
ed article with the present tariff. 
Why j 


did they ask n cent a pound more pro- I 
tcction if 1 1-5 cents is enough? And 
why did they sell tin plate at $1 or $2 
more a box than they do now? 


Blonej tho Solo IHSDO.

The weather In New England for the 


week ending June 22 has been generally 
warm nnd .dry, with plenty of sunshine. 
Moderate rain came in showers on the 
17th 
and -1st, giving Held and garden 


crops moisture enough Jn most places 
for surface needs, while Sie high temper- 
ature for the last of tbe week has been 
favorable for ulant growth. The condi- 
tions have been favorable for cultivating 
the crops, and that work has been car- 
ried on as fast as possible^ Corn has 
changed in color and pushed ahead fast. 
Tobacco lias made a rapid growth. In 
tact all crops are In a very satisfactory- 
condition. Apples are dropping" some In 
the central sections, but there IB no gen- 
eral complaint. 
The outlook for ber- 


ries is - promising. Haying has begun 
on 5omc ilelda in each of the three south- 
ern states, but the work will not become 
general for another week. Pastures are 
excellent. Grass .on old flelda is still 
reported lisht, but new.lands and mead- 
ows are improving and thickening up 
fast 


itlnlne. 


Fair, warm weather has prevailed in 


Maine during the week and all crops 
have been most favorably affected. Hoe- 
Ing -was much behind hand, but it has 
been a favorable week Cor cultivating 
the crops and that work has been pushed. 
Pastures are better than a -week ago. 
and fi'rass is generally looking well, 
though backward in northern sections. 
Potatoes are in good condition, with en- 
couraging prospect. There Is some com- 
plaint In Oxford that corn seed rotted, 
but the main crop Is well up and growing 
fast. Fruit set well and the outlook for It 
Is very promising. 


Xeiv HftDipshlro. 


It has been a "grand week for growth 


and^vork" in New Hampshire, and time 
has 'been fully improved by the farmers 
in pushing along the hoeing and prepar- 
ing for haying. Grass on uplands Is 
about ready to cut, but lowlands and new 
fields are still growing faat. Corn and 
potatoes are maktr.g a splendid growth, 
and the former has changed from the 
yellow color of a few weeks ago to a rich 
green. Field strawberries are ripening 
fast, acd are of good size and quality. 
Blueberries are beginning to ripen In 
Rockingham county .One correspondent 
In this county says cherries are plenty. 
Grapes are blossoming fuil. One corre- 
spondent in Cheshire caunty remarks: 
that "apples are falling fast from the 
trees where there are many." Hcports 
from Hampton, Seabrook, Hye, Ken- 
sington and Kingston Indicate heavy 
damage to vegetation and fruit crops by 
Sunday's storm. 


Vermont. 


Light showers fell In Vermont on the 


17th, and In southern counties on-the 
21st gave only light fall, but in the 
northern districts over three-fourths of 
an Inch of rain fell In a thunder shower. 
The warm weather with the showers, 
even though light, has brought crops 
along very fast. Corn and bear.s es- 
pecially have shown marked progress. 
Oats are also looking much better than 
a week ago. Grass has improved finely 
on most meadows, but more rain Is 
needed for grass fields and pastures. 
One correspondent In Windsor county 
states that farmers on hill fai-ms bacl: 
from the river are complaining bitterly 
of the great number of grasshoppers, 
which are unusually thick on high 
ground.

Corn is reported to 
hi." small on many fields, but its color Is 
guod and It Is promising". Potatoes have 
improved a good deal. In Barnstabk- 
county rye is light, but generally grains 
of all kinds are doing well. Apples are 
dropping some In eastern counties, but 
In western Hampden they are hanging 
on very well. The correspondent In the 
last named section states that no ma- 
terial damage has been done this year 
from any insects, and adds the perhaps 
significant note that song birds are more 
plenty than for several years. Straw- 
berries are everywhere reported plenty. 
Blackberries are looking well. Cran- 
berry bogs are in good condition. To- 
bacco has made an -excellent growth, 
and Is well advanced. Some haying has 
been done on dry fields, and the corn-is 
light. It Is thickening up very fast on 
low lands.

In Rhode Island during the week, and 
crops have all advanced very well. Pas- 
tures are In good condition. Meadows 
have improved. 
Strawberries are at 


tholr best now, and the supply Is plenti- 
ful and the quality fine. Potatoes look- 
ing well. The weeds developed very fast 
during the wet weather, and hoeing 
Koes on slowly in some fields. 


•Connecticut. 


The weather has been very favorable 


for all kinds of crops In Connecticut 
during the week. Over one and one-half 
Inches of rain fell in southwestern dis- 
tricts the 17th, and a moderate amount 
rame In other sections on that date, and 
Itlso on the 21st. Haying has begun on 
some fields, but the work is not general. 
Grass is still improving, except on the 
driest fields., Corn and potatoes are 
growing very fast. Correspondents in 
Tolland county say that rye is not head- 
Ing well, and that a light crop of grain 
is promised,'but In Fairfield county rye 
is turning fast and the "heads are wcl' 
filled." In "Lltchtleld -county straw-
